- The Tran/ations at the Middle-Temple concern- 
. img an Addreſi lately Propoſed to be mude to 
Huw Majeſty from thence, June the 18th ; 
- 1681. 


OM E Gentlemen of the Middle- 

Temple did ſome time fince fer oh 

foot a deſign of an Addref; and 

having agreed the Form of it at ſe 

veral meetings at a Tavern, upon 

Thurſday laſt the Promoters of it be- 
ing in number Sixty-frve, (whereof by far the 
preareſt part were young Gentlemen newly 
come to the Houſe) brought ir into the Com- 
»on-Hall, and propoſed the paſſing of it there 
as the Att of the Sociery;but ir nor meeting with 
* the deſired receprion, they retired to the 'Ta- 
vern, leaving about Seventy-rwo of the Bar- 
rifters, and a greatnumber of rhe Students-in 
the Ha!l ;. and after ſome rime a Gentleman 
game from them to inform the Society that 
the Gentlemen at the Dewil-Tavern had __ 
upon an Addreſs,and reſolved upon one of their 
namber to carry it to Wmdſor ; bur the Gentle- 
menallemb'ed in the Ha!l proceeded to conſider 
the Proceedings of the Addreſſers, and after 
about two hours debate thereof, they agreed 
upon a Declaration relating to it;and appointed 
ſome of their number ro -preſent it the, day 
following ro the Bench ; which being according- 
ly done, after the debate thereof, it produced 


the following Orders, v/z.

Reſolved, That rhoſe Members of this Society 
that took apon them to call a General Aſſembly 
the Gentlemen of thu Howſe to meet im the Hall 
gefterday, are guilry h the breach of the Orders 
and Government of this Houſe. 

Reſolved, _ the Barriſters and Gentlemen 
of th Mouſe w ſed the diſorderly and irre- 
gular o—_ the Aſſembly which met im 
the Hall yeſterday, and who diſavowed the ſame, 
and Jeclar'd their diſſent thereunto, have the 
Thanks of the Maſters of the Benth fer ſo de- 
ing. And their Maſterſhips do contur with rhe 
ſaid Barriſters and Gentlemen im every part of the 
Declaration which they then made,and have fince 
delivered m writing to their Maſterſhips. 


Which Declaration as it was Subſcribed by: 
Seventy-rwo Barriſters, and a great number of 
Gentlemen under the Bar, follows in theſe 
words, viz.

The Prececdings at Grays-Inn touching the Ad- 
dreſs pretended from ſome Members of that 
Society, June 1681, 


T having been nais'd abroad atogt the be- 
ginnirg, of the laſt week, that ſome Gen-- 
tlemen of Grays-Imn were endeavouring to pro- 
cure hands © an Addreff by way of Thanks"ro 
his Majeſty for his late Declaration, which they 


ingended to ofter to the Bench for, their Appro-, 


bation ard Congurrencez' A great edmpany'of* 
Gentlemen thereupon ryet in the Hall on Tue's 
day Tait at Neen, ©© withſtand and oppoſe ſuch 


a deſign, in caſe they ſhould find any to pro- 


cecd in it. Which though ir ſtarrl&d thgſe who - 


were the / romoters of the ſaid Adarep, yet ap- 
prehending themſelves ſo far engaged that they 
cou'd not hardfomely retreat, they applied 
themiglyes ro the Bench, whych is the Govern- 
ing, part of the Society; for a'Przſicn, which is 
in ſome reſpect the ſame-that a Parkament 1s 
in the 7:-::{e. Bur the Bench upon marure de- 
liberation, kumbly concerving;} that the rhatrers 
which the Ad:/r:f reared unto, no ways be- 
long'd unto them to judg of, or pronounce 
concerning it, did unanimouſly refute to grant 
a Pen(jin in order to ary ſuch purpoſe. Yet 
thoſe who were the favourers of the Addref 
inſtead of being diſcouraged by rhe entertain- 
ment which they met with from the Bench,con- 


tinuing not only to make a party in favour of 


what they intended, bur giving out that they 
would cauſe rhe Belt to Ring for Aſſembling 
thoſe together that were inclined to Subſcribe 
it, gave occaſion to the Gentlemen of the Bar- 
Meſs on Wedneſday at Noon, to defire the Bench 
that nothing relating to the Society might be 
received bur what was according to the Rules 
and Orders of the Houſe arrived with them 
through their hands. Which the Bench readily 
agreed unto, as alſo ro ſome other things, 
by way of requeſt were repreſented unto.them, 
as appears by the Order of the Bench hereunto 
ſubjoined. "There being no other regular way 
then left for the Promoters of the Addrefi ro 
compaſs the Concurrence of the Society, but 
by: applying themielves to thoſe of the Bar- 
Aeſ, they accordingly made a faint render of 
the Paper unto them, which they were deſi- 
rous to have paſt under that name;but where- 
as at the ſame ſeaſon they. refuſed to allow 
thoſe Gentlemen time or liberty to conſider it, 
or examine the tendency of it,they as became 

rlons of Wiidom and Juſtice inſtead of inte- 
reſting themſelves to hand or recommend it to 
the Bench, dilclaim'd having any thing to do 
with it. All men acquainted with thus affair, 
beſides ſuch as. were too far imbarkt to withs,

The before-mentioned Order of the Bench 
of the Society of Grays-Im, is as follows.

Upon the Complaint of many of the ancient 
Barriſters and Khadr f; his  F. made at 
this Penſion, That ſeveral Gentlemen of this So- 
Ciety, ſome of 2vhom ſeldom appear in Commons, 
pay\no Duries to, and declme the Exerciſes of the 
Hoaſe, and otbers have taken Military Employ- 
ments upon them, and others Without Gowns,and 
with Swords for rbeſe two days ft-pe , bave in 
a tumultuous manner afſ: bled ft = mn the 
Common-Hall of this-Society ( fitting the Bench 
there) and in an Irregulat and diſorderly wa 
£ ed the Berch, and by etting t 
Cupboard and Tables im the ſaid Hall, with 


| loud Acclamations, and flinging wp rheir Hats, 


did very much diſturb the peace, and infringe the 
ancient good Government of this Society, which 
if wot prevented may prove "of) dangerous torife- 
t; and, e did pray that this 

would take into their Conſideration, and |;

in, do unanimouſly declare, That”; 
perſons members of this Society, 
time hereafter gromate or abet any Tumult, Inſur- 
rettion, or Outragions Aſſembly contrary to the 


ace, order, and good Government of this my L 
Ich perſons ſhall and will be peri ons unfit 
and unworthy t0 be and contmue member; of this 
Society, and that they will proceed againſt them 
accordingly. And for the further preſervation of » 
the peace and' quiet of this Society, it is ordered 
that for the future no Applications upon any 
publick matter whatſoever be made to the Bench 
fitting in the Hall from any Members of this So- 
ciety, but by the Bar-Meſs, the [ame being accor- 
ding to the ancient cuſtom and uſage of the =—_ 
oy that this Order and Declaration be public ly 
ſcreened once in every Term, as in like Caſes. 

As for Lincolns-Inn, there has been none fo 
hardy as to propoſe any ſuch Addreſs ; and 
when it was ſer on foot in the Inner-Temple, it 
was rejected : ſo that we have the Sentiments 
of all rhe Inns of Court againſt it,whoſe judg- 
ments are certainly as valuable in this cafe as 
any of the Addrellors.
